Even the city crews took the precautionary step 
of removing all the metal trash cans from the down¬ 
town area to prevent any ambitious youngsters set¬ 
ting them afire. Spoilsports, I call the city people. 

PERSONALLY I preferred the good old lawless, 
unsupervised days when there was a lot more trick¬ 
ing than treating. Those were the days when the 
kids did a lot of things, mostly harmless, such as 
jamming doorbells, rubbing rosin on a string at¬ 
tached to a window or simply banging on a door and 
then running away. The kids also had a unique op¬ 
portunity of getting in one good lick at the neigh¬ 
borhood crank. An overturned garbage can was the 
standard “joke.” 

Some of the tricks, though, were pretty wild, 
such as setting fire to the top of palm trees, a prac¬ 
tice, of course, which couldn’t be tolerated. 

Sierra Madre, I’ve heard, had some highly in¬ 
genious pranksters in its day. One of the best stunts 
every pulled in town involved the Police Depart¬ 
ment. 

Some years ago, before World War II, an enter¬ 
prising teenage boy chained the rear axle of the 
police car to a light standard. Then he jumped in 
his hot rod and roared around and around the Po¬ 
lice Station until the cops got fed up and decided 
to “give chase,” as they say in television. 

After persuing the boy for about 10 feet, the po¬ 
lice car stopped with a mighty whack as the chain 
bit into the axle. The name of the youngster who 
pulled that one should be enscribed in the practical 
jokers’ Hall of Fame, although I wouldn’t suggest 
its repetition today. 

Those days, I guess, are gone forever, probably 
necessarily so. Times have changed and the modem 
words seem to be “adult supervision.” Don’t let the 
little monster out of sight or he might get into 
trouble. And then what would he be? Why, a juve¬ 
nile delinquent, of course. 

ANYHOW, the present-day trick or treating, the 
bon fires, the city-supervised Halloween parades, 
costume contests and movies seem to be excellent 
substitutes for the pranks of the uncluttered years 
when everybody was poorer, but, I believe, had just 
as mudh fun.

Homebuilding in the 
southern half of California 
has been at the highest level 
in history during the first 
nine months of 1959, accord¬ 
ing to Security First Nation¬ 
al Bank’s Monthly Sum¬ 
mary of Business Conditions. 

A total of 125,990 family 
dwelling units were author¬ 
ized in the 14-county area 
during the first nine months 
of the year, equivalent to 
162,760 units per year. In 
1958, the total was 136,577 
units. 

LAST MAY was the all- 
time peak for homebuild- 
ing the bank reported. 
Dwelling units were author¬ 
ized at a rate equivalent to 
192,000 per year during that 
month. By September activ¬ 
ity had dropped back to an 
annual rate of 140,000 units, 
the lowest point in 12 
months, but still above the 
average level prevailing in 
1958. 

If the final three months 
of 1959 are at the same level 
as September, seasonal fac¬ 
tors considered, the total, for 
the year would come to 158,- 
000 dwelling units. Secur¬ 
ity’s research department 
opined. 

Such a total would repre¬ 
sent an increase of nearly 
16 per cent over 1958, and 
an increase of 6 per cent 
over the record total of 149,- 
203 established in 1955, the 
bank said. 

Eleven of the 14 counties 
in the southern half of the 
state are showing home- 
buildiftg gains in 1959. Only 
Imperial, Inyo and Kern 
Counties have slipped be¬ 
hind last year’s pace. In 
seven counties, volume dur¬ 
ing the first nine months 
has been at an annual rate 
equal to or exceeding the 
previous record for that area. 
These counties were San 
Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara, 
Ventura, San Diego, River¬ 
side, Orange and Kings. 

DESPITE THE regional 
boom, Los Angeles County, 
with a 1959 rate of 66,400 
dwelling units per year, is 
falling far behind its record 
of 96,501 set in 1950, and 
well below its secondetry 
peak of 87,269 units estab¬ 
lished in 1954. 

One of the most signifi¬ 
cant trends in local home- 
building during recent years 
has been the shift of activity 
from Los Angeles County to 
the other counties in the 
southern half of the state, 
Security said.

on April 9,” Governor Brown 
declared, "we were already 
three months into this year 
and traffic deaths were up 
12 per cent over 1958. 

“If we had done nothing, 
and that 12 per cent increase 
rate had continued—as in¬ 
creases have all across the 
country — then there would 
have been 3,180 deaths by 
Oct. 18,” he pointed out. 

“As I told you, there have 
been only 2,830,” he added. 
“The way I figure it, that 
means there are 350 persons 
alive today who wouldn’t be 
alive if we hadn’t done 
something drastic.” 

The governor noted, too, 
that there has been a 600,000 
increase in the population in 
the past year, with a com¬ 
mensurate rise in the num¬ 
ber of cars on the state’s 
highways.

GOV. BROWN said he is 
opposed to compulsory re¬ 
serve officers training at the 
University of California. 

“I’d like to see it made 
voluntary,” he said. He em¬ 
phasized that he was speak¬ 
ing as an individual, not as 
president of the University’s 
Board of Regents. 

However, he said, if he 
were voting on the question 
at a Board meeting, he 
would vote gainst compul¬ 
sory ROTC. 


Gov. Brown noted that the 
Board of Regents was study¬ 
ing the matter even before 
the recent hunger strike of a 
UC student who protested 
being forced to take reserve 
officers training. 

* • * 

the STATE'S new con¬ 
sumer counsel told Gov. 

Brown that she hopes to rec- 
on mend ways to stem rising 
Interest rates which she said 
are “endangering the inter¬ 
ests of consumers.” 

“The Federal Government 
is paying 5 per cent on the 
money it borrows,” Mrs. Hel¬ 
en Ewing Nelson said at a 
meeting of the Govenor’s 
Council. “That automatically 
sets a floor under the inter¬ 
est rates which the consum¬ 
er must pay.” 

She explained that the 
consumer’s credit is not con¬ 
sidered as good as that of 
the Federal Government and 
that he must therefore pay 
higher rates. 

Mrs. Nelson said that a 
second “force” endangering 
consumer interests is the 
practice of many home 
mortgage agencies of charg¬ 
ing “points” on a loan in ad¬ 
dition to interest. 

When a lending institu¬ 
tion charging 7 per cent for 
a home loan also a.sks for 
points,” she said, it “sounds 


like bankers’ jargon to the 
home buyer.” 

“Actually, this is interest, 
too,” she said, “and there is 
an increase in the cost of the 
loan of 1 per cent for each 
point demanded by the lend¬ 
er. It is a premium which 
the home buyer must pay 
for the privilege of borrow¬ 
ing money.” 

Gov. Brown said he asked 
Mrs. Nelson for a recom¬ 
mendation on the question 
because “we are giving a 
monopoly to savings and 
loan associations (which 
make many home loans) and 
what we are giving them is 
a license to charge extraor¬ 
dinary Interest rates.” 

“You might advise us 


whether to throw open this 
industry so that anyone can 
get into it and make it more 
competitive or whether we 
need more licensing regula¬ 
tions,” the governor said. 

dr, THEODORE Andersen, 
head of the newly created 
Economic Development 
Agency, warned that Califor¬ 
nia would lose “hundreds of 
thousands of jobs over¬ 
night” if there is a reduction 
in armaments. 

He said his agency is al¬ 
ready studying industries 
which have reached their 
peak and are starting to de¬ 
cline, as well as those which 
are expanding. 'The situa¬ 
tion, he said, makes it nec- 
sary to plan for a shift of 
resources from one group of 
industries to the other. 

He said some declines are 
already scheduled in de¬ 


fense Industries and that the 
aircraft Industry alone is 
scheduling a n immediate 
cutback of $500 million be¬ 
cause of the shift from man¬ 
ned aircraft to missiles.
